Grid  Season  Ends 
With  4-5  Record 


Northwestern's  1964  football 
squad  ended  its  season  Saturday, 
Nov.  21,  with  a  37-21  loss  to 
Southeastern  here.  After  opening 
with  four  wins  in  their  first  five 
contests,  the  Demons  dropped 
four  straight  games  to  Gulf  States 
Conference  opponents. 

The  gridders  ended  with  a  los- 
ing record  of  four  wins  and  five 
losses  over-all  and  only  one  win 
and  four  defeats  in  the  GSC  for 
second  to  last  place  in  the 
standings. 

Wins  were  over  Stephen  F. 
Austin,  Louisiana  College,  North- 
east, and  Ouachita  Baptist  while 
losses  were  to  Louisiana  Tech, 
Abilene  Christian,  McNeese, 
Southwestern,   and   Southeastern. 

Although  the  Northwestern  of- 
fense averaged  close  to  23  points 
per  game,  the  defense  failed  to 
stop  five  opponents  sufficiently 
to  gain  wins.

He 
graduated   with   a   two-year   cer- 
tificate  in   1912,   and   in   1919   re- 
turned   to    the    College    as    pro- 
fessor of  rural   education   in   the 
Agriculture        Department,        i  n 
:  charge    of    the    dairy    and    farm. 
He   served   with   the   Agriculture 
■Department    until    1934    when    he 
I  was  elected  president  of  NSC,  a 
1  position    he    held    until    1941.      It 
]<was    during    Fredricks'     admini- 
stration   that    the    College    made 
progress   in   many     respects,     in- 
cluding   the      consummation      of 
<a  $3.5  million  building  program. 
lAs   a   tribute  to   his   fine   leader- 
;ship,  and  because  of  the  admira- 
tion   of    the    student    body,      the 
Potpourri  was   dedicated   to   him 
,tin  1940. 

^  Mr.  Fredricks  has  served  the 
^citizenry  of  Louisiana  in  other

tion. He  was  State  Senator  from 
*1932-1944,  and  a  member  of  the

Two  Distinguished  Alumni  Honored; 
Make  Speeches  At  Annual  Luncheon 


Two  distinguished  Northwest- 
ern State  College  alumni.  Chief 
Justice  John  Baptiste  Foumet 
of  the  Louisiana  Supreme  Court, 
and  Louisiana  Adjutant  General 
Erbon  Wise  were  special  honored 
guests  and  speakers  at  the  North- 
western homecoming  activities 
Saturday,  Nov.   14. 

Chief  Justice  Fournet,  a  1915 
graduate  of  Northwestern,  was 
elected  to  the  Supreme  Court  in 
1934  and  was  elevated  to  Chief 
Justice  in  1949.  He  is  presently 
in  his  third  term,  serving  his 
thirtieth  year  on  this  court  bench. 

Before  beginning  his  service 
with  the  State  Supreme  Court, 
Judge  Fournet  distinguished  him- 
self through  service  in  a  number 
of  state  offices.  He  served  as  a 
member  and  chairman  of  the 
Democratic  Executive  Committee 
for   Jefferson   Davis   Parish   from 

1927  to  1932,  and  served  as  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives from  that  parish  from 

1928  to  1932.  During  a  portion  of 
his  tenure  with  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives he  was  House 
Speaker. 

In  1932  Judge  Fournet  was 
elected  Lieutenant  Governor,  a 
post  that  he  held  until  he 
assumed  his  duties  as  an  Asso- 
ciate Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in   1935. 

Judge  Fournet  is  presently 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  Judi- 
cial Council  of  the  Louisiana  Su- 
preme Court,  a  council  member 
of  Louisiana  State  Law  Institute, 
chairman  of  the  Louisiana  Law 
Library  Advisory  Commission, 
and  a  member  of  the  advisory 
board  of  the  Mineral  Law  Insti- 
tute of  the  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity School  of  Law.  In  addi- 
tion, he  is  a  member  of  the  Con- 
ference of  Chief  Justices,  the 
Louisiana  State  and  American 
Bar  Associations,  the  American 
Law  Institute,  the  American 
Judicature  Society,  and  of  the 
Criminal  Law  Section  and  the 
Section  on  Judical  Administra- 
tion of  the  American  Bar  Asso- 
ciation.

Dr.  L.  M.  O'Quinn,  BA  '25,  died 
at  his  residence  in  Starksville, 
Miss.,  after  a  brief  illness  on  Oct- 
ober 25,  1964.  He  was  a  professor 
at  Mississippi  State  University 
and  a  native  of  Grant  Parish. 

Mrs.  George  P.  Jackson,  the 
former  Margaret  Waller  of 
Haynesville,  who  last  attended 
NSC  in  1940,  died  August  13,  at 
her  home  in  Lake  Jackson,  Texas. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Harper  (2  yr.-1888) 
and  mother  of  Rev.  Jolly  Harper, 
pastor  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Natchitoches,  passed 
away  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  in 
Alexandria,  Sept.  24. 


Gen.  Wise  of  Sulphur,  a  1941 
graduate  of  Northwestern  and 
publisher  of  several  state  news- 
papers, was  appointed  Louisiana 
Adjutant  General  by  Gov.  John 
McKeithen    earlier   this   year. 

The  General  enlisted  in  the  U. 
S.  Army  Air  Corps  in  1941  and 
was  commissioned  in  June,  1942. 
He  served  as  finance  officer  in 
England,  France,  and  Germany 
during  World  War  II  and  was 
discharged  as  a  major  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1946.  Since  then  he  has 
been  in  the  Army  Reserve. 

In  1964  Wise  graduated  from 
the  U.  S.  Army  Command  &nd 
General  Staff  College  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kan.  He  is  now 
finance  officer  of  the  4263rd  Log- 
istical Command  B.  in  Lake 
Charles. 

He  is  presently  serving  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  North- 
western State  College  Alumni 
Association.  He  is  president  of 
the  Southwest  Builder,  Inc.,  and 
Wise  Publications,  Inc.,  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  West  Bank  Guide,  Inc.,  and 
partner  in  Wise-Makar  Publica- 
tions. 
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
